WASHINGTON President Obama’s Supreme Court nominee, Elena Kagan, 
promised Monday to take an impartial approach to the law after Republi- 
cans criticized her qualifications and objectivity on the first day of her Sen- 
ate confirmation hearing.

1 Kagan, Obama’s 
solicitor general 
and a former Harvard 
Law School dean, is 
widely expected to be 
confirmed next month 
to an ideologically di- 
vided Supreme Court, 
but Republicans indi- 
cated they would not 
make it easy.

How serious 
are the hearings? 

Very, because they are 
an important step in the 
confirmation process. 
Democrats control the 
Senate and Republicans 
have thrown cold water 
on a possible filibuster 
so Kagan should have an 
easy time overall, but the 
hearings will be a poten- 
tial minefield. 

What is the basic 
Democratic argument 
for Kagan? 

Expect Kagan, 50, to 
be portrayed as a bril- 
liant legal mind who can 
build consensus on the 
Supreme Court, though 
her presence is not initial- 
ly expected to change the 
current 5-4 bias toward 
conservatives. 

What do 

Republicans want? 

Even though they can’t 
stop Kagan on their own. 
Republicans are expected 
to concentrate on the 
political issues they hope 
can energize their sup- 
porters and maybe swing 
an independent voter. 

How serious is the fact 
that Kagan never served 
on a court bench before? 

Fewer than 40 of the 
roughly 110 justices never 
served on a lower court 
before taking a seat 
on the Supreme Court. 
Democrats will cite such 
noted jurists as Earl 
Warren to support their 
argument that previous 
time on the bench mat- 
ters little.

T rain tracker’s 
time not here yet 

For nearly three months, the worst- 
kept secret on the CTA is that the 
agency is testing technology that would 
display train arrival times at stations. 

And although this so-called train 
tracker has been set up at a few stops 
across the system, the CTA is mum 
about the details. 

The CTA said it still is testing the 
technology and hasn’t launched an official pilot program. The agency 
said it won’t release a list of the stations that will be part of the pilot 
until it completes its testing. It’s unclear when that will be. 

Nevertheless, Going Public and readers have spotted the train 
times on digital displays at the Belmont and Fullerton stops on the 
Brown, Red and Purple lines; the Cermak- Chinatown Red Line 
stop; the Chicago Brown Line stop; the Polk Pink Line stop; and 
the stop closest to CTA headquarters, the Clinton stop on the 
Green and Pink lines. 

Pictures of the these displays can be found at redeyechlcago.com/ 
goingpublic. 

The CTA said the pilot will include only locations that already have 
some sort of electronic display The agency said it won’t purchase or 
install additional signs for the pilot. 

“We have multiple types of signs at stations, ranging from LED 
technology to plasma screen, and we are still working out the details 
on how to best provide and display consistent and accurate infor- 
mation that has to work for multiple formats,” CTA spokeswoman 
Wanda Taylor said in an e-mail. 

The CTA flirted with train tracker technology last year, but CTA 
president Rich Rodriguez said the information wasn’t accurate 
enough.

Does the ruling in the 
McDonald case mean that 
everyone In Chicago can go 
out immediately and bring a 
handgun home? 

No. The court did not overturn 
any Chicago gun ordinances but 
instead sent the case back to a 
lower court. It’s unclear wheth- 
er the city will keep fighting in 
court, but for the moment the 
handgun ban remains in effect. 
The city is pressing forward with 
proposed gun control measures 
that it believes will be acceptable 
to the courts. Alan Gura, the at- 
torney who represented plaintiffs 
in the Chicago case, said, “People 
very, very soon in Chicago will be 
able to buy and lawfully possess 
handguns.” 

Does the ruling go beyond 
handguns? 

No. “The case before the 
Supreme Court involved only the 
ban on the ownership of hand- 
guns in the home for self-defense 
purposes,” said city Corporation 
Counsel Mara Georges. She 
noted that it still is illegal to carry 
a concealed weapon in Illinois, to 
have a handgun in Chicago with- 
out a firearm owner’s identifica- 
tion card, to have any gun in the 
city without it being registered 
with the Police Department, to 
transport a gun in a vehicle if it’s 
“not broken down into a non- 
functioning state” and to possess 
semiautomatic or automatic 
assault weapons, laser-sight ac- 
cessories, fragmenting bullets or 
silencers. 

Have all the issues regarding 
Chicago’s current gun laws 
been settled? 

No. Gura said two questions re- 
main unanswered: whether the 
city can continue to require gun 
owners to pay an annual tax and 
re-register their guns yearly and 
the requirement that the regis- 
tration process be completed 
before bringing a gun into the 
city. Those issues were part of 
the lawsuit in the Chicago case 
but were not addressed by the 
Supreme Court.

SUPREME COURT DECISION A BLOW TO DALEY’S ANTI-GUN 
STANCE; NEW CITY MEASURES COULD BE DRAFTED SOON

City Hall is rewriting Chicago’s gun ordi- 
nance to tighten registration requirements 
in response to the U.S. Supreme Court’s land- 
mark ruling Monday that crippled the city’s 
handgun ban and granted citizens across the 
country the right to legally keep weapons in 
their home for protection. 

Though the court stopped short of over- 
turning the ban, Mayor Daley conceded that 
the ruling extending Second Amendment 
rights to cities and states effectively gutted 
the city’s 28 -year-old ban. He said City Hall 
has begun preparing stricter gun control mea- 
sures aimed at keeping guns out of the hands 
of criminals and making legal gun owners 


more accountable for their weapons. 

“It means that Chicago’s current handgun 
ban is unenforceable, so we’re working to 
rewrite our ordinance in a reasonable and re- 
sponsible way to protect Second Amendment 
rights and protect Chicagoans from gun vio- 
lence,” the mayor said. 

The Supreme Court returned the case to 
the lower courts, leaving Chicago with the 
option of continuing its fight to preserve its 
handgun ordinance. But the court made it 
clear that such bans violate the Constitution 
and infringe on every law-abiding citizen’s 
“right to keep and bear arms.” 

The new measures are being refined to con- 
form with the ruling and could be presented 


to the City Council Police and Fire Commit- 
tee as early as this week, officials said. 

“We are moving aggressively and swiftly to 
get something in place to make sure that citi- 
zens of Chicago are protected,” said the com- 
mittee chairman. Aid. Anthony Beale (9th). 
“We want to make sure that whatever we craft 
... can’t get struck down again.” 

For Daley who has championed gun con- 
trol throughout his tenure, the ruling was a 
disappointing defeat. He said it shows that the 
Supreme Court is out of touch with the crime- 
fighting challenges that mayors such as him face. 

“They don’t seem to appreciate the full 
scope of gun violence in America,” Daley said. 
“That will continue until we understand that

Chicago’s crime fighting takes hit 

Many supporters of Chicago’s handgun ban 
were braced for defeat Monday, but some 
were surprised the U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
took such sharp aim at the city’s crime-fighting 
efforts. 

The high court’s decision made references 
to the city’s high murder rate and suggest- 
ed that citizens who feel they aren’t being 


protected by police should be allowed to pro- 
tect themselves. 

The decision also referred to news reports 
from April 2010 on two state legislators who 
called for the Illinois National Guard to be de- 
ployed in Chicago to address a rising crime 
problem. 

Justices noted that “the plight of Chicagoans 
living in high-crime areas ’ was highlighted by 
the legislators, who compared the number of 
people murdered in Chicago to the number 


of soldiers killed in Afghanistan and Iraq, 
while also noting the majority of victims were 
minorities. 

The ruling went on to state that if the petition- 
ers are correct in asserting that law-abiding 
citizens feel their safety would be enhanced 
by having a handgun in their homes, then “the 
Second Amendment right protects the rights of 
minorities and other residents of high-crime ar- 
eas whose needs are not being met by elected 
public officials.” 


Mayor Daley on Monday challenged the im- 
plication that the police were not providing 
enough protection for residents, and that more 
guns in the hands of citizens would create a 
safer city. 

“To suggest that Chicago’s elected officials 
haven’t done enough to protect our city resi- 
dents shows that many of our highest-level 
officials don’t understand that gun violence 
pervades America and not just Chicago,” Daley

there are reasonable ... and responsible steps we can take as a nation 
to help end the needless gun violence and harm that irresponsible 
people bring on our friends and our family and our loved ones.” 

The Supreme Court decision was no surprise to city offi- 
cials. Two years ago, the court, by the same 5-4 vote, over- 
turned a similar gun ban in Washington, D.C., declaring 
that the Second Amendment applied to federal jurisdic- 
tions such as the District of Columbia. Chicago’s case, 
which also included Oak Park, answered the question of 
whether the 14th Amendment, which extends the Bill of 
Rights to states, was applicable. 

The court reiterated its position rejecting gun bans and de- 
clined once again to set clear standards for how cities could 
establish laws regarding registration, training, monitoring 
ownership and new technology to trace guns used in crimes. 

The ruling opens the door to new a new round of lawsuits, 
gun advocates said, to ensure that cities such as Chicago, 
which already has strict gun registration laws in place, don’t 
enact new laws designed to make it more difficult for citi- 
zens to legally acquire weapons. 

“This is not the end. We are closer to the beginning,” 
said Alan Gura, the attorney who represented plaintiffs in 
both the Chicago and the DC. cases. “It is crystal clear that 
the Second Amendment contains a meaningful, powerful 
right that individuals have, and government must respect 
that right. There will be other cases that come up as 
people assert their rights under different circum- 
stances.”

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JURY FINDS BURGE GUILTY OF LYING ABOUT POLICE TORTURE

Former Chicago police Cmdr. Jon Burge, the 
subject of accusations of torture against sus- 
pects for decades, was convicted Monday on 
all counts of an indictment charging him with 
perjury and obstruction of justice. 

Burge was convicted of lying in a 2003 civil 
lawsuit about his use or knowledge of torture 
of criminal suspects. 

Burge, his fingers clasped in front of him, 
showed no reaction as the verdict was read— 
guilty of two counts of obstruction of justice 
and one count of perjury 

William Gamboney one of Burge’s lawyers, 
later said Burge was very disappointed and 
surprised by the verdict. “We intend to pursue 
every {legal} avenue we have.” 

Gamboney said he will seek probation for 
Burge, who is 62 and is said to be ailing from 
cancer. “I think he has a lot of mitigation on 
his side, “ he said. 

U.S. Attorney Patrick Fitzgerald, who was 
in the courtroom for the verdict, said the 
decision represented a measure of justice for 


Burge’s victims. 

“These sorts of 
things that happened 
in 1982, 1985, being 
punished 25, 28 years 
later, that’s not a full 
measure of justice,” 
Fitzgerald told report- 
ers. “On the other 
hand, the sense that 
finally there’s a verdict ... that a jury found be- 
yond a reasonable doubt, all 12 of them, that this 
happened should be some measure of justice to 
recognize and reckon with history that we need 
to have it on the record that this happened.” 

Fitzgerald wouldn’t discuss if any of Burge’s 
detectives could yet be charged, but he said 
the investigation remains open. 

G. Flint Taylor, an attorney who has repre- 
sented a number of criminal suspects who al- 
leged torture by Burge, said the guilty verdict 
was gratifying “for all the people who have 
fought so long and so hard to bring this to the 
point where it is today”

HISTORY 

The verdict marks the 
culmination of nearly four 
decades of controversy 
surrounding Burge, a 
33-year department veteran, 
and the detectives under his 
command. 

The government’s case 
focused on five men who al- 
leged torture and abuse, but 
dozens of suspects contended 
they were beaten, shocked, 
burned, threatened with guns 
or smothered with plastic bags 
to force them to falsely con- 
fess to some of the city’s most 
shocking murders. 

Burge eventually was fired 
in 1993 for allegedly shocking 
and burning Andrew Wilson 
during his 1982 interroga- 
tion for the murders of two 
Chicago police officers a few 
days earlier.

Forget “Celebrity Apprentice.” Former Gov Rod 
Blagojevich’s corruption trial resumed Monday 
with his very own version of “Star Search,” featuring 
Oprah Winfrey 

With former chief of staff John Harris taking the 
stand for a fifth day, prosecutors played another 
wiretap of Harris and Blagojevich talking, this time 
about their hunt for a new U.S. senator to replace 
Barack Obama, who just a few weeks earlier had 
been elected to the presidency 

Harris, in narrating the tape, said Blagojevich’s 
search became more desperate after Obama friend 
Valerie Jarrett dropped out of the running in mid- 
November 2008. In Blagojevich’s mind, that under- 
mined his leverage to extract something for himself 
out of a Senate appointment because he could no 
longer do Obama a favor by appointing Jarrett. 

On the tape, recorded Dec. 2 while Harris was in 
Chicago and Blagojevich was at a governor’s confer- 
ence in Philadelphia, the two men run through pos- 
sibilities of someone else who could fit the bill. 

Some far-out possibilities Blagojevich raised in- 
cluded California Gov Arnold Schwarzenegger and 
Children’s Defense Fund founder Marion Wright 
Edelman, neither of whom live in Illinois. 

Finally Blagojevich said it had to be an African- 
American, possibly a person with a military or law 
enforcement background. That could help Blago- 
jevich with black voters if he decided to run for re- 
election in 2010, the governor said. 

Then Blagojevich tossed out the name ofWinfrey 

“Oprah, by the way is not far-fetched,” Blagojev- 
ich told Harris. Blagojevich said Winfrey’s support 
“made” Obama’s rise to the presidency possible. 
“She’s up there so high, no one can assail this pick,” 
he said at one point.

Lawsuit alleges Kanye West 
pilfered ^Stronger’ lyrics

Kanye West grabbed headlines for steal- 
ing the spotlight from Taylor Swift at the 
MTV awards show last year. Now a lawsuit 
alleges that West ripped off something 
else: another rapper’s lyrics. 

West’s Grammy-winning song “Stron- 
ger” copies certain phrases from a 2006 
tune by rapper Vince P., according to a 
copyright infringement case filed Friday in 
a U.S. court in Chicago. 

Vincent Peters, of Leesburg, Va., alleges 
that in 2006 he wrote and recorded a song 
called “Stronger.” West had access to the 
song through longtime business manager 
John Monopoly, who received a copy of 
Peters’ “Stronger,” the suit said. Peters

wanted to work with Monopoly 

Seven months after Peters, aka Vince 
P, gave “Stronger” to Monopoly West re- 
leased his version, which “copies signifi- 


cant parts of Peters’ lyrics,” the suit says. 

Peters said his song included “What 
don’t kill me make me stronger,” while 
West’s says, “That don’t kill me can only 
make me stronger.” Another example of 
infringement, Peters alleges, is “couldn’t 
wait no longer,” while West says, “I can’t 
wait much longer.” 

The lawsuit, which seeks unspecified 
damages, asks that the defendants cease 
reproducing, selling and publicly perform- 
ing the song. It asks the court to order the 
Chicago native, as well as two music com- 
panies also named defendants, to destroy 
their copies of the record. 

A lawyer for West couldn’t be reached 
for comment.

Breaking down the 
Taste’s green apples

Among Taste of Chicago’s more thoughtful as- 
pects is Humana’s healthier choices designation, 
now in its third year, which awards apple icons 
(posted on the booths’ menu boards) to dishes 
that fall within specific calorie and sodium limits. 

Qualifying main courses, for instance, must 
be 450 calories or fewer, and cannot exceed 500 
milligrams of sodium. Appetizers are held to no 
more than 320 calories and 300 milligrams of so- 
dium; desserts must be fewer than 150 calories 
and have fewer than 20 milligrams of sodium. 

The whole-wheat potato pierogi at Kasia’s 
Deli is a qualifying starter, for instance. A slice of 
deep-dish pizza (cheese or sausage) at Lou Mal- 
nati’s is OK for your main course. Just don’t eat 
more than one. 

It’s not a perfect system. Humana awarded its 
green-apple icons based on paperwork submit- 
ted by the restaurants, and apparently not many 
restaurants made the effort. Thus, the corn on 
the cob at Dominick’s is the only one of three 
corn-on-cob options bearing the healthy-starter 
apple. 

The specific calorie values aren’t listed, so 
although we can confidently order the Grill on 
the Alley’s gazpacho, we don’t know if that dish 
is well under the 320 -calorie limit or right up 
against it.

BP: Relief well closing in 


One of two relief wells being drilled in an
